ORDER

On February 29, 2000, the Commission approved a tariff for GTE South
Incorporated (“GTE”) that added new exchanges to GTE’s Local Calling Plans (“LCPs”),
this tariff was effective June 26, 2000. On July 25, 2000, GTE filed changes to that tariff
to more appropriately address the calling scopes of the communities of interest. The
changes made to the tariff have the effect of reducing its revenues by $547,747. The
previous filing proposed to reduce revenues by $378,070; therefore, the additional
revenue reduction will be $169,677.

GTE made these filings in response to the Commission’s Order in Case No. 99-
296." In Case No. 99-296 the Commission ordered that GTE should make its LCPs
available to all of its subscribers in Kentucky. The tariff filing by GTE affects twenty-
three exchanges of GTE’s LCPs. GTE proposes to make this filing effective August 24,

2000. The Commission finds that the proposed filing should be approved on the same

terms and conditions sated in our Order dated February 29, 2000 in this proceeding.
